THE GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


In presenting hia messp.ge to the leg- 


islature, Governor Sadler pays a trib- 
ute to tho late Governor John E. Jones 
and in behalf of the people of Nevada 
tenders heartfelt thanks to his excel- 
lency Governor James H.Bndd of Cali- 
fornia for the courtesies extended'the 
family of the deceased and the honor 
paid this State by himself and staff 
and the First Begiment of California 
in escorting the remains, to Oakland. 
while en-route to Nevada. 


The Governor reviews the State's 


finances in detail and giving the 
amount of cash in the State treasury at 
$319,262 44. 
The State school fund 


contains bonds, the face value of which 
i3$l,291,000,and $117,208 26 in cash.The 
indebtedness of the State amounts to 
$607,000 including the $380,000 irre- 
deemable bo&d. The interest on tha 
entire debt is paid to date and the 
State does not ;OWB a dollar except'to 
its own school fund. 
, The receipts .for the years 1895 and 


1896 were $77,000 abort of the expendi- 
tures. 
This was occasioned by a de- 


ficiency for the Midwinter Fair, State 
Agricultural Society, salaries of State 
officers and other claims left unpaid by 
the 
preceding administration 
and 


amounted to $21,902 16, also $64,446 02 
for buildings at the State TJnirersity, 
Orphan's Home. State Prison and Hos- 
pital for Mental Diseases. His message 
then covers the decrease in the valu- 
ation of taxable property from 1892 to 
1896 inclusive, the figures showing in 
the former year a valuation of $31,318, 
556 38, and in the latter $23,106,134 09 
something over $8,000,000. He believes 
such a pronounced decrease could be 
remedied in part by tho State Board o: 
Equalization. 


lu 1895 and 1896 the decrease in th 


salaries paid State officers amoiiated 
to $28,495 and he believes the limit ha 
been reached in this direction. Th 
State University, public schools, Or 
phan'sHome, State printing office and 
in fact all State institutions are re 
ferred to in detail, giving the cost>p 
maintaining them, the improvement 
and in fact a complete statement of th 
expense connected with them.

the past two years, he suggests that a 
appropriation of $500 per year be mad 
for the State Land Agent at Washing 
ton, also that the Lieutenant Goveruo 
be made ex-offlcio warden of the Stat 
prison at a fixed salary. 
. That the travelling expensesof the 
several District Judges, now paid by 
the State, be paid by the counties; $n 
their respective districts. He asks for 
the consideration of the legislature as 
to the advisability of repealing the act 
of the legislature approved March 9, 
1895, and which has caused the litiga- 
tion between counties and railroad cor- 
porations regarding the 
assessable 


value of railroads. 


lu conclusion he calls the attention 


of the legislature to the needs of rigid 
economy in the conduct of State and
